lever moves between the plurality of adjusted positions, the sensor including a wiper 
fixed to the follower and movable with the pedal lever between the plurality of adjusted 
positions and relative to the sensing member to vary the magnitude of the control signal, 
the sensing member including a resistive track and a conductive track parallel to the 
resistive track with the wiper being in contact with both of the tracks and longitudinally 
slidable along both of the tracks to generate the control signal.
